Ur laft made fome Digreffion on the 
O Succefs of the French Affairs in the 
Seas of America; it might be ex- 
ed J fhould make fomeA pology for what 
ofthat Paper relates to our own Affairs; but 
they chat look torit here, willbe miftaken, 
fince I cannot be fenhtble of any Improprie- 
ty of Story ; for as I am upon defcribing 
the French Greatnefs, 2nd their extraordi- 
nary Conduét, in every part of their Go- 
vernment ; I cannot think any man could 
expeét fuch a Hiftory could be Written, 
without fome part of it, being a Satyr up- 
on our felves. 

I have promis’d the World, after 1 have 
gone thro’ this Tedious and Terrible Ar- 
ticle of the French Power, to enter upon 
an enquiry, how it came to be fo great ; 
and tho’ in the Performance I fhall be as 
Tender of our own Charaéter in England 
asIcan; yet I cannot believe any Ratio- 
nal Man can expeét I can perform that Pro- 
mife, without touching upon the Follies 
and Niiftakes of the reft of Europe ; of whicn 
the French Wifdom and Policy having taken 
the Advantage, tney have been fo made 
the Principal Inftruments of advancing 
the Enemies Power, upon the Ruins of 
their own And, for this » what I 
meat, how I fhall be able to do this, and 


pafs by all our Englifh Errors, J yet know 
not; or how I fhall do to pleafe thofe Peo- 
ple, who think we have made no Miftakes, 
or thofe that think if we have, I ought not 
se meddle with them, I am further at 2 
ofs. 

All the remedy for this Matter, is Truth 
of Fa, which I hall firft keep clofe to, 
and then endeavour to purfue as decently, 
and with as much Refpeét to Parties, as an 
Hiftorian’s Duty will permit, and for the 
reft, I fhall borrow a Publick In{cription

I cannot quit the Weft-India Article,with- 
out giving the Reader fome Account of the 
French Power there. 

The Principal Colony they have on the 
Terra Firma, is in Canada; they are there 
Abfolute Mafters of the Gulph of St. Law- 
rence, and have the Navigation of that vaft 
River upto the Falls, and have Travers’d 
thofe Cataraéts,and the Lakes beyond them, 
as far as they have either found it poffible, 
or at leaft worth their while to Difcover.
